Harrisburg, June 12 (AP)—Prose­ 
cution and defense counsel clashed 
today over selection of a jury to try

I would like to see 
* one going on all the tune! 
I have visited four now —■ and am sorry 
{hat I missed others. 
The Columbian Exposition at Chicago in 1893 was my first, though I 
was a very young boy 
There are things th a t I saw there, however, th a t 
are with me today. 
Another visitor to th at fair was a young man from 
Detroit — aged 30. He saw something there th at stim ulated his inventive 
and alert mind. 
A few m onths later he was experim enting a t his home 
; on an old-fashioned wooden kitchen sink. 
There he had placed a piece of gas pipe fastened to a plank. 
A 
simple piston, a flywheel turned by hand, two brass check valves, a pair 
of gears, an oil lamp, some split wires attached to an electric lam p to 
create a circuit — one to create a spark and the other to be grounded on 
the w ater tap — these were w hat Henry Ford worked at as a preliminary 
to his first "horseless carriage.” 
You can see this crude beginning at his 
exhibit at New York's World Fair. Then look a t tilt1 model of his first 
cur. and go through th a t great exhibition of his and ask yourself if you 
think th at Chicago Fair wasn’t worth while! 
This summer the 27,000,000th Ford car will be driven from the San 
Francisco Fair to the New York W orld’s Fair. 
Perhaps at this New York F air you will first w ant to go through the 
Perisphere. 
It is an experience th a t leaves you thinking. T hen there are 
61 foreign nations with exhibits th at make you feel you are getting a 
foreign tour cheap indeed tor each one Is stim ulating and inspiring. 
You will see glass do tricks th a t leave you breathless in wonder. You 
will see what 38 great states have contributed to education and hum an 
progress. You will go from one exhibition to another and you will wonder 
at the power of the hum an brain, and of its ingenuity. You will be read­ 
ing a book of the past and present in term s of the future. 
Fairs are not produced to make money. Most of them lose it. They 
ere created to stim ulate the mind, to educate, and to inspire.

investm ents th a t leave perm anent value in the mind of every one who 
visits them . The Fair at Treasure Island in S an Francisco and the one 
in New York are expressions of w hat has made life worth the living.

POLES PROTEST 
ARREST IN SPY 
PLOT IN DANZIG 


(By the Associated Press) 
Charges of attem pted kidnaping 
and espionage by the free city of 
Danzig against a Polun customs in­ 
spector created a new issue in the 
j free city today while B ritain and 
Soviet Russia renewed negotiations 
for a m utual assistance agreem ent. 
The Polish inspector, Ja n Henryk 
Lipinski, was arrested Friday night 
on charges of Hying to obtain mili­ 
tary 
inform ation 
from 
Germ an 
storm troopers visiting Danzig by 
representing himself as a former 
Germ an reserve officer and trying to 
persuade them to cross the border 
into Poland. 
Reports in Warsaw said th a t the 
Polish commissioner to Danzig, M ar­ 
ian Chodacki, had protested to free 
city authorities. 
In London, British Foreign Sec­ 
retary Viscount Halifax outlined to 
Ivan Maisky, Soviet Russian am bas­ 
sade* to Britain, a new form ula 
which was being sent to Moscow in 
a fresh attem pt to break Hie long­ 
standing deadlock on a proposed 
B ritish-French-R ussian m utual as­ 
sistance pact. 
William Strang, foreign office ex­ 
pert on central European affairs who 
had been named special envoy to 
Moscow fbr the negotiations, left by 
airplane for the Russian capital. 
The new formula had been said 
merely to assure Soviet Russia of aid 
in defense of lier interests against 
a direct or indirect threat. 
This, 
observers said, was framed to over­ 
come two obstacles: 
1. Russia’s insistence on guaran­ 
tees for her Baltic neighbors, Latvia 
Finland and Estonia.
